Sources of their Revenue. | 

The following letter to the congrega- 

tions of the United Brethren, accomnany- 

ing the statement of the Synodal Commuit- 

tee of the year 1818, and now presented 

to our friends, will be read with interest. 


Herrnhut, August 10, 1819 

Dean Breranen anp Sistens,—It ap- 
pears from the statement of our accounts 
for 1818, that our expenditure has amonat- 
ed to £7834:18:2. An increase in the 
disbursements of last year wag occasioned 
by the establishment of the new Settie- 
ment on the White Kiver in South Africa, 
of a second miasiMnary Station in St. Kitts, 
and of a fourth in Antigua. 

On a calculation of the average expenee 
of our missionary establishments for the 
last ten years, the annual expenditure was 
£5846 : 13:4, nor can we expect that the 
charges will be -malier in future, if the 
work is to be carried on to the same @xtent. 

To raise so large a sum from year to 
year, is far beyond our own strength, for 
it appears, that for the lvst ten years the 
average annual contributions of all oor 
congregations was no more than £1230: 
13:4, a sum, amounting scarcely to ene 


sufficient to cover the expence of the 
maintenance of superannuxted missiona- 
ries, resting in different congregations, and 
of the widows and children of such, as 
have depar.ed this life at their posts. 

On these considerations we cannot but 
be filled with astonishment and thankful- 
ness, when we contemplate the mighty 
support granted unto us by that Lord,

Yet yoo willsee by the 
annexed stutement, that oar disbursements 
have exceded our receipts by £1323: 15: 7. 
Some annuities having lately become ex- 
tinct, this deficiency is brought down to

has arisen from hence, that the Lord has 
stirred up many Brethren and friends in 
other denominations, who honour His 
name and are desirous of spreading the 
gospel among the beatben, to come to our 
eNience.

Woe regret that the sermon from which tte fel- 

towing extracts are made was so leng in finding 
its way te us. We gladly avail ourselves of its 
eloquence to nid a cause that lies near our hearts 
and we are surethat if the resyectec autbor had 
known how highly we value ail the producticus 
of his pen, especially on such a theme, he would 
not have kept us wailing these eight or ten 
monthe for a glimpse of this.

Praiseworthy Exertion. 

Individuals in the town of Ashfield, Mass. have 
the past season subscribed upwards of thirty five 
hundred dollars toward a permanent fund for the 
support of the minist#y, Besides which, and the 
payment of their minister's salary, they have 
contributed, during the same period, two han- 
dred and twenty five dollars, toward missionary 
and other religious charitable objects of a public 
nature. Considering the pressure of the times, 
the size of the town, and its remoteness from any 
large commercial cities, we do not hesitate to 
bestow much commendation on those who have 
thus distinguished themselves by their liberality, 
and well timed zeal for the permanent support 
of the gospel ministry. 

To us, it i& perfectly astonishing, that the 
churches are not more generally and widely a- 
wake to the importance of ministerial funds. 
Nothing is necessary to create them in any Soci- 
ety where the gospel can be supported at all,but 
a little resolation and disinterestedness, If men 
will calculate pence and farthings,till they have 
wrought theinrelves up to the conviction that it 
will be an unpardonable sin to pay a fraction 
more than their seighbors pay; and ifthey are 
determined to act on the principle of selfishness 
thronghout,paying no more than /heir proportion, 
lest their neighbors should enjoy the benefit of 
their money, why, then to he sare, funds cannot 
be raised—& taxes must continne to grow heavier 
and heavier,till the defections from the parish be- 
come ## numerous as to rendet the burden quite 
ineupportable; andthen society sinks—posterity 
are left to grow up ip igrorance—and throw off 
all thone restraints which are necessary to the 
security of social ha ges. We affirm withont 
the least feat of-cor , that the pecunia- 
ry interests of any purish will be best promoted 
by paying the tax of sixteen years at once, and 
thereby reliqving itself forever from further tax- 
ation for the support of the ministry. No man 
who possesses a landed interest can v0 profitably 
for his family, expend its income, or even devcte 
a portion of the principal,as for the establishment 
of a permanent ministerial fund. It is equal to 
the liquidation of a debt which ia anneally requir- 
ing the payment of 19, 20, or 30 dotldrs interest 
—it is equal to an immediate advancement of 3, 


‘5, oF 10 per cent. on the value of his whole prop- 


erty. Whoever wishes to purchace real estate 
will estimate its valae according to its exemption 
from incumbrances— and will hardly hesitate to 
advance five orten per cent. in bis offers, when 
ssenred that the property in question is liable to 
no taxes for the enpport of public worship, and 
yet that public worship will be maintained by 
other means.

true, that the most negligeat parents complain 
most bitterly of the unconquerable ignorance of 
their children—and let them comphin—the 
wind may hear their sight, but no teacher ought 
to be alarmed by them. 


Sabbath Schealin Madison, Ohio. 


The Sabbath School in Madison, Geauga Co. 
Obie, was opened on tHe 24th of May, and closed 
on the 10th of Sept. having been continued 16 
Sabbaths. From the report of the school, it ap- 
pears, that the whole number of scholars has 
been 170. 

With few exceptions, the pupils pave been 
punctual in their attendance, correct in their re- 
citations, and circumspect in their behaviour. 
They were divided into 20 classes, instructed by 
as many teachers, and inspected by a board of 
superintendents, The young gentlemen and !a- 
dies,upon whom the care of instruction devolved, 
Were assiduous in their attention to their re- 
spective classes. Unanimity of feeling, with re- 
spectto the utility of the institation, has geve- 
rally existed amoung the parents of the children, 
and union and harmony have invariably pervad- 
ed all the operations connected with the school, 

It is « pleasant part of our duty to give a short 
schedule from the report of the superintendents. 
The whole number of verses from the Bible com- 
mitted to memory during tLe season’ is, 42,596 ; 
verses of hymns, 17,428; answers in catechisms, 
19,734; making a total sum of 79,758. ‘The 
greatest number of verses from the Bible, com- 
mitted by one of the pupils, is, 3,739, and em- 
braces the whole of the four Gospels. The next 
greatest t, 2.722. The longest lesson, recited 
at one time, is 869 verses, and embraces 24 chap- 
ters. The next longest is, 724 verses. We sin- 
cerely hope that this important institution will 
be encouraged by all who have any regard either 
to the bodies or souls of their children, and who 
wish well to the piety and happiness of the ris- 
ing generation.—{ Commuaicated.

‘fallacious; and the history of the t, no less 
‘than the assprances of inspiration, should deter- 
mine as, asthe public guardians ofthe te of 
the people, to manifest a persevering confidence 
in the sacred position, thal a n@lion is exalled by 
hteousness.

Tuesday, Jan. 9. 

The bill for the establishment of an-uniform 
system of Bankrupicy was read a second time, 
and referred to the commiitee on the judiciary.

In the Convention of the Delegates of 
the People, assembled at Boston on the

ARTICLE TUE NINTH. 

Justices of the Peace may be removed 
from office like other judicial officers, by 
the Govenor with the consent of the Coun- 
cil, * as the address of a majority of the 
members present of each house of the Le- 
gislature ; but no address for the removal 
of any Judicial officer shall pass either 
House of the Legislature uatil the causes 
of such removal are first stated and enter- 
ed on the journal of the House in which it 
shall originate, and n copy thereof served 
on the person in office, so that he may be 
admitted toa hearing in hie defence before 
each of said Houses. 

The Governor and the two branches of 
the Legislature respectively, shall not 
hereafter be authorized te propose ques- 
tions to justices of the Supreme Judicial 
Court, and req: ee their ions thereon.
